Schoeflel Meots with Difienlty
on Beaching San Francisco with
Chinese Imperial Seals
and Jade Tablets,

jade tablets from the temple at Pe-

Lieut. Johin B Schoeffel, of the Ninth
infuntry, were seied at the transport
dock ot San Fra by the t

officers the other day It was supposed
at first that the tablets were of great
hisiurieal wlue, but more careful ex-

cials that they were ssimply crnaments
and of nu particular value except as
- eurios. Both the tahlets and seals are
" beautifully done, and they will com-
mand high prices as curins. It was in-
tended at first to hold the relics pend-
ing instructions from Washington, but
\ later it was decided that Schoeffel
could have his property by paying the
duty. The amount bas not been fixed.

The imperial seals weigh about six
pounds, are of rectangular shgpe,
about six inches square and three
inches in beight. Carved dragons in
crouching attitudes surmount the
bluck. serving as handles, Chinese
charuacters are carved in relief on the
base of the seals, and a yellow tassel is
knotted un yne of them. The tablets
are of dark green jade, each inseribed
on one side with Chinese charncters
traced in gold. The five-toed dragon,
the Chinese royal escutcheon, is im-
printed on the other side, alsa traced
in gold. The tablets are ten inches by
five, by one-hnlf an inch in thickness.

Lieut, Schoeffel said he bought the
jade tablets of a’ Chinese, who did not
tell him where they came from. He
declares that if they are of any his-
torienl value he did not know it. He
bought them simply as curios, and has
been ‘carting them around for two
years. le Wus notin the least disturbed
by the seizure.

Alluding to the presence of
his wife, the emperor said:

“The chroniclers record that when
our forefathers met in tournaments
it was perfectly naturel that-a cirele
of illustrious Iadies should witnesa
their deeds, and with pride the victor
received the wreath presented hy a
lovely hand. It was thusalso at' Wart-
burg, when they seized the harp and
Iyre and sang in compstition.

“Never before, so long as the his-
tary of German universities has ‘been
written, has any university received
such an honor as is conferred to-day
upon that of Bonn. In company with
the beauty of Bonn and surrounded
by ladies of princely rank, her majes-
ty, the empress, the first princess of
the land, has appeared at a students’
kommers. This unprecedented honor
has been accorded to the city of Bonn
end to the Borussin student corps.
